College 6n March 21, 1955* made available applicants college records 
which reflected his -birth as October 3* 1929 at Alma, Georgia. This 
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further reflected that applicant had graduated from Beach-Cuyler High 
School, Savannah, Georgia on August 8, 1947 vith l6£ High School Credits. 
According to this record applicant entered Savannah State College 
September, 1947 majoring in Social Sciences and minor ing in English* 

He attended Savannah State College, according to these records, to 
December, 1949, having earned 106 quarterly credits, completing eight 
full quarters . 


BEN INGERSOLL pointed out three failures in 
applicant’s record in his freshman year, these being General Inorganic 
Chemistry, Speech and Quantity Analysis. Mr. INGERSOLL explained 
that each of these credits had at first been listed as incomplete, 
indicating that applicant had good grasp of the subject, but' had not 
submitted some critical paper. When the extension of time granted for 
submission of this paper had passed, the grade was changed from 
incomplete to a failure. Mr. INGERSOLL stated that there was nothing 
of a derogatory nature in applicant’s record. 

WILLIAM J. HOLLOWAY, Dean of Men, Savannah 
State College, who was also listed by applicant as a reference, was 
interviewed on March 21, 1955* He stated that he had known applicant 
since 1946 and that while applicant resided in Savannah for about four 
years thereafter he became well acquainted with applicant. He pointed 
out that he had been applicant’s instructor in American Government and 
had known of his success in numerous other subjects. Dean HOLLOWAY 
considered applicant one of the top students of Savannah State College 
during the tiro years applicant was there. He stated that in addition'’ 
to obtaining above average grades applicant had been very active in 
student activities on the campus, further that because of his all 
round superiority he had succeeded in winning the hand of BETTY SINGLETON 
in marriage. Dean HOLLOWAY explained that BETTY SINGLETON had been 
outstanding as a student and for about three years had served a 3 
Student Assistant in the Office of Savannah State College President, 

JONES A. COISTON. 


Dean HOLEOWAY stated that applicant and his 
wife were honest, sincere people and that he had heard nothing of a 
derogatory nature concerning any of them. He was certain that no 
disciplinary action had been necessary as to either of them on the 
campus. He emphasized that applicant was a "tremendous public speaker 
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and politician on the campus”. He considered applicant to he of unusual 
loyalty and stated he had not noted him to have much to do with less 
ambitious individuals attending Savannah State College. 

WILLIAM E. GRIESJS, Assistant Erofessor, 

Social Science, advised on March 21, 1 955, that applicant had taken 
several courses from him over a period of two years. Mr. GRIFFIN 
stated that applicant had been a good student and recalled that he 
was energetic, possessed of initiative and had leadership qualities. 

Be stated he considered applicant to be an outstanding young man and 
had noted that he got along well with everyone and characterized him 
as a good mixer concerning whom he knew nothing of a derogatory nature. 
He considered applicant to be completely loyal to this country. 

Hr. HENRY M. COLLIER, 705 West Broad Street, 
advised on March 24, 1955# that he had operated the Savannah School 
of Woodcraft, a G.I. Bill Trade School from 1948 to 1952. He 
described the school as a day school which taught woodwork including 
general cabinet building. He recalled that applicant had earned a 
certificate from this school during a period of about two years 
after having received an honorable discharge from the U. S. Coast 
Guard. Hr. COLLIER could furnish no dates for this education and 
stated that all the records had been destroyed. 

Hr. COLLIER stated that as Director of this 
Trade School he had visited same daily and had noted that applicant 
was ”not a goldbricker” as were a number of the other students who 
were able to collect G. I. Bill Benefits by maintaining their attendance 
at this school. Hr. COLLIER stated he had been impressed by applicant 
as one who was full of energy, willing to work, anxious to learn, and 
one who appeared to be a desirable employee. He stated that these 
characteristics lead Mr. ISAAC K. LEEVY, the operator of Leevy*s 
Construction Company, to hire applicant as a general helper, in 
connection with Leevy*s Construction Business. He pointed out that 
LEEVY had operated a grocery store at 24 Ferrill., in applicants 
neighborhood, and next door to Dr. COLLIER *s Trade School. He stated 
that as a result LEEVY had had considerable observation <£ applicant 
and seemed to think highly of him. 

Hr. COLLIER further advised that applicants 
grandmother, LINIA KERKLAND, 10 Ferrill Street, raised applicant to 
manhood, and that she was of excellent reputation in that neighborhood 
as were her children who included applicants mother, RACHAEL KIRKLAND

applicant cloarly as a boy who assisted the wrapping machine operator 
during World War II on a part tin© basis. Eo recalled, that applicant 
had soomed to bo above avorago in ambition and intelligence • Mr. 

NIXJSNT could not state tho datoo ol' this employment duo to tho fact 
that ho had destroyed all his records aftor a law suit against 
Claussons Bakery. Eo was sure, however, that nothing of a derogatory 
nature had developed in connection with applicants employment by him. 

Eo recommended his former plant stiporintendont , ARNOLD W, ESNDRIX, as 
ono who might bo able to givo datoo for applicant* s employment. 

ARNOLD W. HENDRIX, Plant Super intondent, 

Claussons Bakery, 1330 West Bay Street, advised on March 28, 1955# that 
applicant had in all probability boon hired at tho minimum ago of 16, 
and according to applicant’s birth date, this employment by Nugents 
could not have boon earlier than 1944. Mr* HENDRIX pointed out, however, 
that applicant possibly had indicated that he was oldor than ho was 
in ordor to start this employment at a younger age. Mr* HBI03RIX 
recalled that applicant had had two periods of employment by Nugents 
Bakery, first while still in High School working six to seven hours 
daily aftor school, and secondly aftor being discharged from tho Coast 
Guard while awaiting entrance into college during tho summer of 194-7* 

HENDRIX was of tho opinion that applicant had worked during the year, 

1945-194 6 and 1947 and early into 1948 when ho loft to join tho U. S. 

Coast Guard aftor graduating from high school. Eo stated applicant may 
not have boon employed during 1947# depending upon how long applicant 
served in tho Coast Guard. Eo did not know whether applicant had 
possibly served in tho Coast Guard before finishing high school and 
then returned to secure his degree • Mr. HENDRIX characterized appli- 
cant as a straight and honorable individual whoa ho had noted to bo honest 
and ambitious. Ho further stated that applicant had been a good 
worker and entirely dependable. Eo had no recollection of tho super- 
visor applicant had named as his at Nugents, HAROLD SHEBl'TiSLD. Fo be- 
lieved that this was an incorrect recollection on the part of tho applicant. 

It is noted that applicant’s records at Boooh 
High School furnished by Mr. I* W. ALL®, Secretary to Principal, on March 
28, 1955 reflected applicant attended as follows: ©ntorod as freshman 9-43 to 
5-44; Tenth grad© from 9-44 until 12-44 when ho wont into U* S. Coast Guard;

WILLIE JAKES CEISEOIM, 15 Exloy, an employe© 
of Clatissens Bakery, advised on March 28, 1955# that ho had 
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observed applicant working for Nugents Bakery during World War II • He 
stated that he Tv*A recently heard that applicant was driving a taxi cab 
in Washington, D.C* He considered applicant to be of good reputation 
as to character, associates and loyalty* 

FLOYD ADAMS, owner Harold Publishing 
Company, 808 Montgomery, advised on March 23, 1955, that he had recalled 
applicant as apparently being associated with the operation of the 
Grocery Basket Store, at 24 Ferrill, owned by ISAAC LEEVY, in the 
late 1940* s and did not fcnow in what capacity applicant spent time 
at this store* 


Mr* ADAMS further advised that he had hired 
applicant as an ad solicitor on a commission at the Herold Publishing 
Company while applicant was a student at Savannah State College. 

ADAMS stated he had no records of this employment due to same being 
unsalaried only on a commission basis* He believed this employment 
was over a period of about 18 months* He stated that applicant 
was always a satisfactory employee in all respects and pointed out 
that applicant had first been employed by the Herold Publishing Company 
while FLOYD ADAMS was only a fellow employee. ADAMS stated that at 
this time the business was owned by GUS HAYES and H. 1. TOLBERT, SR. 
ADAMS also advised that applicant had made a good impression upon 
him due to the fact that he had good habits and apparently associated 
only with reputable college students.

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ho and H. L. TOLBERT had put out a weekly newspaper and for a year 
or two applicant wrote a column about Savannah State College life* 

HAYE3 stated that applicant was paid §5*00 for each of ’these columns 
and that in connection with his ad soliciting he received 25 per cent 
commission. Mr. MISS stated he had boon well impressed with applicant 
as to his ambition, personality and attitude toward life’s problems. 

Be stated he knew of nothing derogatory concerning applicant and 
that applicant appeared to bo satisfactory in all respects.

Mr. WILLIAM J* HETzLEA, Assistant Manager, advised 
on March 22, 1955 j that his files reflect the applicant

Mr. LEONARD was advised that repetition of this situation would 
result in cancellation of our contracts with him. In July and 
August, of this year, repeated c ora -ionic at ions from the Collection 
Department of American Security and Trust Company, in regard to 
Mr. LEONARD’S outstanding obligations on a note, made it necessary 
for us to cancel his contracts and licenses with prejudice." 

Also noted was a letter dated October 7, 1954 , to the 
Department of Insurance, Municipal center, entitled., "WALTER 
LEONARD": 


"Gentleman: Please refer to our letter of cancellation 

of the licenses for the above named. Me would like your records 
to reflect that these cancellations are with prejudice, he will 
be glad to furnish you with any details you may want for your 
records n . 


Mr. HETZLEE advised that he was acquainted with the 
applicant while the applicant was employed as an Insurance sales- 
man for that agency. He continued that during the bulk of the 
applicant’s employment with that agency, he, Mr. HETZLEE, was 
on leave from the Washington Office and attending school away 
from Washington, and therefore, did not feel qualified to comment 
concerning the applicant’s character, associates, loyalty or 
reputation. He continued that the applicant’s direct supervisors 
during that period were Mr. FRANK A* STSNHETTE and Mr. FRANK 
J. GARBO. 

Mr. FRANK J. GARBO, Associate Manager, advised SA 
B0W3N on March 23, 1955, that the applicant was hired by him 
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and was sent to school in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, for a 
one week period to attend an accelerated course given insurance 
agents by the home office of the Mutual of Omaha* He continued 
that the applicant was a most promising employee when first 
hired by him. He stated that the applicant worked out of a 
branch office of the Jones Insurance Agency and that branch was 
known as the Frank A* Stennette Agency at 906 11th Street, II# V/. 

Mr. CARBO said that somewhere along the line of the applicant’s 
employment with his agency, the applicant’s production fell and 
that he ceased to become an asset as an employee of that agency. 

He added that the matter concerning the applicants withholding 
the funds collected is a matter of record in his files# He 
continued that he had subsequently talked to the applicant con- 
cerning this matter and that he felt that the applicant’s 
family situation possibly could have some effect on the applicant 
and the handling of his funds collected relative to his insurance 
salesman .job# 

He stated that he had no reason to question the 
applicant’s loyalty but that he was hardly in a position to 
recommend the applicant for a position of trust concerning his 
character and reputation inasmuch as the applicant had violated 
company rules concerning the handling of money. He continued 
that he felt the applicant could be trusted in a position whereby 
his income was assured and he did not have to handle money# 

He stated that within the past month, the applicant 
called him on the telephone and advised him that he, the applicant, 
had been informed that the Jones Insurance Company had informed 
a government agency that he had been fired from his position* 

Mr. CARBO stated that the applicant pointed out to him that during 
a discussion between the applicant and Mr# CARBO, Mr. CARBO 
advised the applicant that he should resign from his position 
with the Jones Insurance Agency# Mr# CARBO stated that he did. 
not recall the exact details of his . meeting with the applicant 
but that in all probability he did tell the applicant that he 
could resign from the job as that is his policy to allow employees 
to resign rather than be dismissed. He continued that if the 
applicant would not have resigned that he would have fired him. 

Mr* CARBO stated that he would not be willing to furnish 
a signed statement concerning the applicant's irregularities with 
his funds that belonged to the insurance company, but that he 
would be willing to appear before a hearing board in the presence 
of the applicant and subject himself to cross examination con- 
cerning the evidence surrounding the applicant’s separation from 
the Jones Insurance Agency# Mr* CARBO concluded by stating that 
he would make available to this hearing board the file of the

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Mr. FRANK A. ST2JBETT3, owner of the Frank A* Stennette 
Agency, Insurance Broker, Mutual of Omaha, 90o 11th Street, N. w,, 
advised SA BO\<M on March 25, 1955 , that the applicant was hired 
as a special representative - agent of the Mutual of Omaha xor 
Washington, D . C*, and as such acted as a door agent working on 
commission. He stated that during the applicants employment, 
the applicant collected funds from two policy holders and that 
the funds collected by the applicant were collected in advance. 
The applicant held these funds and failed to credit the account, 
of the* policy holders and when these policy holders were.notixied 
that their insurance payments were due, they in turn advised the 
Mutual of Omaha that they had paid their insurance premiums and 
exhibited receipts to that effect that had been signed by the 
applicant. When this was called to the applicant’s attention, 
applicant immediately made good these monies. 

Mr. ST3NN3TTE continued that this was definitely 
against company policy but pointed out that this was the practice 
of nearly all of* the insurance salesmen as they are paid on a 
commission basis and there are times when their commissions do 
not amount to that needed by the salesmen to conduct an every day 
business. Further, that there is no way for _ the company # to 
know that the insurance salesman has been paid premiums m 
advance and that it is common practice among insurance agents 
in utilize these advance premiums to their own use until the due 
date and then pay these premiums to the company. He continued 
that in all probability, the applicant had utilized these # 
monies to his own use and his commission was not ox suxficient 
amount to al3.ow him to pay these monies to the company on the 
due date. 


Mr. STENNETTE further stated that he and the applicant 
diff erred concerning the running of the Frank A. Stennette Agency 
and since he, Mr. Stennette, was the owner of this agency, then 
he was forced to have the applicant rosign* He stated tha o ne 
could roGGEEHid the applicant for a position of trust and confidence 
xtfith the U. S. Government. He stated that he considers the 
applicant to he a man of good character, associates and reputation* 
He added that he was not in a position to comment concerning the 
applicant’s loyalty. 

Mr. STENNETTE concluded by advising that the applicant 
was actually employed as an independent agont by Mutual of Omaha 
but that the Joseph E. Jones Insurance Agency were the general 
agents of the Mutual of Omaha in the Washington , D. 0., area, 
and therefore were charged with the duty of maintaining control 
over the Mutual of Omaha salesmen in the Washington, D. C., area. 
He stated that he formed the Frank A. Stennette Agency and his 
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agency is under "the direct control of the Joseph E* Jones Insurance 
Agency* He stated this may explain why the applicant had listed 
his employer as being the Joseph 2* Jones Insurance Agency while 
he was actually in the employ of the Frank A. Stcnnette Agency* 

Mr* M. 0. STOUT, Deputy Superintendent, Department of 
Insurance, Washington, D* C*, advised SA BOWEN on March 25, 1955, 
that his files were confidential and that he was not in a position 
to furnish any information concerning these files* He did advise 
that when his department receives information from any company 
that they have discontinued the services of an insurance agent, 
then this agent* s license is cancelled* He stated that all 
insurance agents that are no longer connected with an insurance 
agency have their licenses cancelled and that if there is any 
derogatory information furnished by the former insurance agency, 
then this derogatory information is made a matter of record for 
the future hiring principals* He continued that if the agent * s 
licenses were cancelled with prejudice, then upon the agent r s 
re-application for license, he, the agent, would be given ^the 
opportunity of a hearing and if his licences were then refused 
they would be "revoked” • He stated that concerning the applicant, 
there has been no formal hearing to date relative to his license* 

Civil Service Commission 

Mr. BARAK T. GRAVES, Chief of Mail Messenger Service, 

U* S* Post Office, advised SA BOWEN on April 6, 1955, that he 
was the applicant* s immediate supervisor in the CSC Region 4 
when the applicant was employed in that agency* He stated that 
the applicant was a mail handler and that the applicant resigned 
to enter the insurance business* He continued that when the 
applicant resigned, applicant was in danger of losing his job 
because of a reduction in force.

On 9/19/56 the consolidated personnel file for subject 
was reviewed by SA JOHN J. O'BRIEN at the Bureau of Prisons, Per- 
sonnel Record Section, HOLG Building, 1st and Indiana Ave., N. fT., 
Washington, D. C. 

This file reflects that LEONARD entered on duty 2/28/5<T 
under a career conditional appointment as Correctional Officer at 
the U.S* Penitentiary* Atlanta* Georgia* He was separated from 
service on 10/8/55 as being disqualified for federal prison work 
due to inability to handle prisoners effectively or satisfactorily 
perform responsibilities of a correctional officer. 

In connection with his separation from service with the 
Bureau of Prisons* it is noted that the file contains a letter 
written by LEONARD to WARDEN H. HARDWICK* U.S* Federal Penitentiary* 
Atlanta* Ga.* dated 10/3/55. LEONARD wrote that in connection with 
the decision by the Board of Supervisors to terminate his services* 
he wished to appraise the Warden of some “rumors* 1 and “ falsehoods ♦“ 
He mentions allegations made to the effect that he was a “spy* 1 for 
the Bureau of Prisons and that he was placed at Atlanta to “break 
",•* down ’ segregation"' and push for "integration.*’ The letter notes 

that "these things are out of proportion to common sense. LEONARD 
continued, "It has been suggested that I have aired views, contrary 
“] to institution practice, along racial', lines. If I knew who started 
this absurd propoganda, I would feel inclined, to xnstxtute a suxt 
• ’ for libel. Even if I had observed some discriminatxon, I am in- 

telligent enough to realise I don*t have the authority to contradict 
the administration of this institution." LEONARD concluded the

A memorandum is maintained in this -file dated 10/3/55 to 
LEONARD from Captain W. H. YORK, U.S. Penitentiary, Atlanta, Ga., 
advising of his separation effective 10/8/55* This memo reflects 
in part that LEONARD was weak in the control of prisoners, appeared 
too friendly toward some inmates, was argumentive and overly pug- 
nacious to fellow officers and found to have been apparently asleep 
while on duty. No formal charges were made with regard to the 
sleeping incident for lack of sufficient proof.
